Ordinances affecting hotels re- 
ouire construction of fire barriers 
et various points along corridors. 
They also require inclosures with 
f're-resistive material of all ver- 
ticel shafts, such as stairwells, ele- 
vator shafts, dumbwaiters, laun- 
c-y chutes and air ducts. As an 
alternative, the hotel may install 
a sprinkler system. 

New Hotel Rules. 

These laws, which become en- 
forceable June 30, apply to all 
hotels, whether built before or 
after adoption of the building code. 
Baum plans to discuss the possi- 
bility of a similar ordinance for 
hospitals, regardless of when 
they were built. 

In the Effingham fire, the blaze 
is thought to have originated in a 
laundry chute. Its spread was fa- 
cilitated by open stairwells lead- 
ing to the third floor.

WASHINGTON, April 9 — The 
five historic days just concluded, 
termed by British Foreign Secre- 
tary Ernest Bevin “a momentous 
week,” have effected such a revo- 
lution in the climate of world 
statesmanship that the chances of 
a peaceful understanding with the 
Soviet Union are greatly increased. 

Such is the opinion of Secretary 
of State Dean G. Acheson, as ex- 
pressed at a press conference late 
yesterday afternoon. He affirmed 
once more that the basic cause of 
the crisis with Russia has been 
the vacuum of weakness left in 
Europe by the war. The problem 
of the United States and its asso- 
ciate governments has been to fill 
that void with strength. 

The week opened with a back- 
ground of successful operation by 
the Marshall plan during its first 
year. Then came one crash of 
energy after another—the signing 
of the North Atlantic Treaty, the 
Administration’s pledge to seek 
congressional authority for rearm- 
ing free Europe, a dramatic slash 
of the Gordian knot in *west Ger- 
many, and the Senate’s over- 
whelming vote favoring the sec- 
ond year’s appropriation for the 
European Recoverv Program. 

Says Russia Can Join. 

Acheson declared there is no 
reason in the world why Russia 
should not join the proposed tri- 
zonal fusion of American, British 
and French control in Germany, 
and convert a three-power ar- 


But the raising of the Berlin 
blockade, he repeated, would be 
a necessary condition. 

Every one of the steps taken 
this week, Acheson continued, has 
enhanced Western force and there- 
by magnified the chances of at- 
taining agreement with Russia. 

These events, he declared, have 
wrought a tremendous change of 
attitude. ~They have expanded 
what he called the greatest hope 
for ironing out difficulties with 
the Soviet Union, which is to fill 
with strength the chasm of weak- 
ness in western Europe. 

Some Crucial Changes. 

Some of the crucial changes of 
attitude may be listed as follows: 

Finally repudiated is the Mor- 
genthau doctrine of wreaking 
vengeance on the German people 
as a whole for the crimes of the 
Nazis. 

Wrought fo an end is the con- 
fusing duality of American pol- 
icy in Germany. It has been de- 
cided to help the Germans up 
instead of trampling them down.

WASHINGTON, April 9 (AP)— 
The $5,580,000,000 European Recov- 
ery Program went to the House 
today stamped with the over- 
whelming approval of the Senate. 

Even Administration leaders 
were startled by yesterday’s lop- 
sided 70-to-7 Senate vote for the 
bill approving another 15 months 
of Marshall plan aid to non- 
Communist western Europe. 

The House was called into 
extraordinary session today to 
take up the authorization measure. 
Both Democratic and Republican 
leaders predicted approval early 
next week. 

Speaker Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, 
said he expected a “great major- 
ity” in the House. 

Republican Leader Martin of 
Massachusetts told reporters: “I 
believe the Economic Co-operation 


proved overwhelmingly with bi- 
partisan support.” 
Bills Differ Slightly. 

The bill approved by the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee is a 
little different from the one passed 
by the Senate. 

The Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration asked—and got from 
the Senate—authorization to spend 
$1,150,000,000 up to June 30; $4,280,- 
000,000 for the 12 months start- 
ing July 1; plus $150,000,000 in 
long-term contract authority. 

The House committee lopped 
$50,000,000 off the first figure and 
turned down the contract author- 
ization, for a total cut of $200,000,- 
000

investors of up to $272,000,000.

In its 
heyday, the firm’s cheap paper 
magazines were mouthpieces for 
such humorists-as Josh Billings 
and Bill Nye. 

They carried the work of many 
other well-known writers, includ- 
ing Booth Tarkington, Rupert 
Hughes, Fannie Hurst, Theodore 
Dreiser, A. Conan Doyle, Rudyard 
Kipling, Frank Norris, Edith 
Wharton and E. Phillips Oppen- 
heim. 

Among the artists who supplied 
their covers were Norman 
well, Howard Chandler Christy 
James Montgomery Flagg and 
Remington Schuyler.

“Energy or force is not applied 
by the zipper but rather energy 
or force it applied to it by the 
handpower. Neither is it true that 
energy or force is modified or util- 
ized by the zipper. ... We are 
clearly of the opinion that zippers 
are not machines.”

530 Million for Research. 

Every penny of the $530,000,000 
requested for research and de- 
velopment, including the study of 
new and more devastating weap- 
ons, was approved by the come 
mittee. 

The biggest increase over the 
President’s figures was for the Air 
Force fund for buying planes and 
training personnel to man them. 
The total boost for this purpose 
was $209,000,000 in cash and $642,- 
000,000 in contract authority. There 


were slight cuts in some Air Force 
items, such as civilian personnel. 

The committee said the money 
will provide 58 air groups instead 
of the 48 planned in the Presi- 
dent’s budget. These will include 
20 bombardment groups, seven 
reconnaisarice groups, 24 fighter 
groups and seven troop-carrying 
groups equipped with first-line 
planes. 

Congress already has passed 
legislation looking eventually to a 
70-group Air Force. 

Top Air Force officials told the 
committee they don’t expect war 
next year, although it is a possibil- 
ity.

$5000. 

Effect on New Members, 

Since the bill 
aldermen contained no emergency 
clause and would not be effective 
until 30 days after it was signed, 


new aldermen already would be 


in office and the raise would not 
apply to them, under state law. 
The increase, therefore, could not 
become effective until two years 
from now. 


If signed, the salary increase | 


would apply only to the president 
of the board and to aldermen from 
, even-numbered wards two years 
hence. In four years it would ap- 
ply to the others.

New Day for Germany 


Has any week in history held two such mo- 
mentous international decisions a3 those which 
mark the week now ending? 

The ink is hardly dry on the signatures to the 
Atlantic Pact when the news comes from Wash- 
ington that the United States, France and Brit- 
ain have agreed on a democratic and civilian tri- 
zonal government for Western Germany. Lack- 
ing a month, this decision is arrived at just four 
years after the unconditional surrender of the 
Nazi armies at Gen. Eisenhower's forward head- 
quarters in Reims. 

The three-power communique issued by Sec- 
retary of State Acheson, Foreign Secretary 
Bevin and Foreign Minister Schuman is quite 
brief, but it says a lot in a few words. Here are 
its high spots: 

1, A new occupation statute has been ap- 
proved and forwarded to the German parlia- 
mentary council at Bonn. 

2. This sets up a German federal republic in 
the zones occupied by Britain, France and the 
United States. 

3. Military Government will cease to exist and 
the German federal and Laender or state gov- 
ernments will assume full executive legislative 
and judicial powers. 

4. The functions of Allied authorities who re- 
main will be merely supervisory, the only limi- 
tations on the German government being those 
in the new oecupation statute. 

5. The new German republic will be eligible 
to negotiate a membership in the European re- 
covery program so as to participate as a re- 
sponsible partner in the Marshall plan. 

The one thing lacking, of course, is reference 
to the fourth power in the German occupation— 
Communist Russia. France’s Minister Schuman 
spoke for his colleagues, however, when he said 
informally that the door is left open for the 
Soviets to come in as adherents at any time they 
want to. As he said, “It is now up to Russia.” 

Taking a lesson from the sorry experience 
with the veto in UN, the three participating 
powers agreed that their high commissioners in 
Germany should decide issues which come be- 
fore them by majority vote. A dissenting com- 
missioner may appeal to his own government, 
but he cannot erect stumbling blocks as Russia 
has done in UN. 

This achievement is a great credit to the lead- 
ership in foreign affairs which Dean Acheson is 
giving the Department of State. It is, however, 
the culmination of efforts that go back many, 
many months, in Washington and other quarters. 
The Post-Dispatch, for example, began in the 
fall of 1946 to urge the three powers to join the 
administration of their zones, as a means of 
demonstrating to the Kremlin what could be 
achieved under democratic government. 

It is not too much to say that the announce- 
ment forecasting the democratic German state 
is the best news about Europe since the end of 
the war. Notwithstanding the ominous Russian 
cloud, the way is opening for genuine progress 
in Germany. 
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To the Board of Curators 

For years there has been agitation to sep- 
arate the Rolla School of Mines from the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. It now takes focus in the 
Rucker bill, recently perfected in the State 
House of Representatives. This bill provides 
that the School of Mines shall continue under 
the management of the State University’s Board 
of Curators, but removes it from control of the 
President of the State University. The Rolla 
school would be administered by a director. 

There has been more heat than light in the 
Rolla controversy. Various groups of alumni 
find themselves on opposite sides of the fence. 
The incident of the five transferred Rolla pro- 
fessors has never been adequately explained. 
In short, the whole issue has been obscured by 
emotionalism, and the people of Missouri as a 
whole are in the dark as to the essential fac- 
tors in the controversy. ‘ 

Under these circumstances, why doesn’t the 
Board of Curators, which is responsible for both 
schools, issue a precise and detailed statement 
of the issues involved? It is quite possible the 
board’s tasks would be made easier if it shared 
them with the fair-minded people of Missouri. 
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MVA Will Prevail 

Senator Chavez of New Mexico is playing the 
old political game known as working both sides 
of the street. His name is attached to the new 
MVA bill, as one of its 16 sponsors, but his ac- 
tions and words belie his signature. This kind 
of double-dealing bears out the cynicism with 
which so many Americans regard politics and 
politicians. 

When the Senator appeared before the Na- 
tional Rivers and Harbors Congress, he kfiew his 
audience was strongly anti-MVA and he said 
nothing which might offend it. He didn’t men- 
tion the bill by name or his association with it. 
He went out of his way to heap praise upon 
Representative Whittington of Mississippi and 
Senator McClellan of Arkansas, both of whom 
are violently anti-MVA. He criticized the Hoover 
report and, in general, was careful to curry 
favor with his audience. 

But this was only-a speech. As chairman of 
the Public Works Committee, he took damaging 
action against the MVA cause. He did so by ap- 
pointing an eight-man subcommittee which ap- 
parently is loaded against the valley authority 
idea. Senator McClellan is a member, as is also 
Senator Kem and, of course, everyone knows 
where Kem would stand on a progessive meas- 
ure like this. 

Other members are Senator Holland, a re- 
gional director of the National Rivers and Har- 
bors Congress, and anti-MVA Senators Martin 
and Malone. The remaining members are doubt- 
ful or lukewarm. There is not a single man on 
the subcommittee who is an ardent advocate of 
the bill, and there appears no chance that it will 
be favorably reported for consideration by the 
full committee, to say nothing of the Senate 
itself. 

This is the same kind of run-around that was 
given Senator Murray's original MVA bill. Pres- 
ident Truman, then Vice President, sent it to an 
unfriendly committee, where it was smothered 
for that session. This sort of treatment might 
be the end of some political ideas, but it cannot 
kill one that has the vitality and the popular 
support of MVA. Sooner or later, MVA is going 
to have fair consideration. 

Meanwhile, the Pick-Sloan plan, for which 
MVA should be substituted, is being severely 
criticized. A Hoover task force said that, al- 
though Congress is providing large sums of 
money for Pick-Sloan, there is no guarantee that 
there will be dependable amounts of water for 
navigation, flood storage, irrigation, water sup- 
ply and power. “It is nothing short of calami- 
tous,” the Hoover task report said, “that there 
should be grave uncertainties on this score at 


this late date.” The report characterized the 
Pick-Sloan plan as “a costly failure.” 

Despite double-dealing Senators and hostile 
committees, the MVA idea will prevail. 
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Grand Opportunity in St. Louis 

A grand opportunity awaits the newly elected 
Board of Freeholders because the basic law of 
the City of St. Louis is in a grand mess. The 
city is saddled with overlapping functions and 
conflicts of authority. It has adopted temporary 
expedients that have become permanent. It is 
forced to use methods of doing work that may 
have been up to date when the present City 
Charter was adopted 35 years ago, but are now 
obsolete and costly. 

To mention but one portion of the jungle that 
the board will undertake to clear, 21 local func- 
tions are financed by city taxpayers, but con- 
trolled by state laws or state officials. This is 
sound policy in a very few offices. The list also 
includes a number of offices like that of Sheriff, 
which are the last refuge on the city payroll for 
time-serving, money-wasting party hacks. 

The Freeholders would earn the community’s 
gratitude if they merely brought certain “inde- 
pendent” officials under control ‘of the Mayor 
and Aldermen. Voters would then have a shorter 
ballot and would be called on to elect fewer 
pigs in pokes or pigs at the trough. This is an 
obvious area for charter reform, and an earnest 
study will disclose many other areas. 

One of the first important things the board 
will need te decide is how far it can go. Shall 
it refrain from proposing changes in public of- 
fices and ways of doing business that are pre- 
scribed by state law rather than by the old 
charter? Its answer will, we hope, be No. A 
much better charter will result if the board feels 
free to cover the whole range of municipal prob- 
lems. The Legislature’s consent would be re- 
quired before some features of such a charter 
could take effect, but it should be assumed the 
state will concede the city the right ta a broader 
range of home rule. The procedure of charter 
revision is the golden opportunity to show the 
state that St. Louisans want more home rule 
and are competent to undertake it. 

Well-informed and public-spirited people have 
been elected as Freeholders, so the board will 
know the lessons to be drawn from similar 
undertakings such as Missouri’s recent constitu- 
tional convention and the Hoover Commission’s 
federal reorganization studies. It will know how 
to draw on the expert resources of the commu- 
nity. Its instinct will presumably be to do as 
much of the work as possible in open meetings, 
knowing that this will produce both a wiser 
charter and one that will the more readily gain 
the voters’ approval at the end. 
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Tragic Lessons from Effingham

pital tragedy proceeds, one lesson after another 
can be read by those whose responsibility it is 
to prevent similar horrors elsewhere. 

The manufactured material put on the ceilings 
was described and sold as fireproof. Catholic 
sisters at St. Anthony’s Hospital naturally 
enough believed these claims. Yet, in the opin- 
ion of Illinois Fire Marshal Kelly, the ceil- 
ings and the interior walls, also'a sound deaden- 
ing composition, helped spread the flash fire 
which caused 75 deaths. 

Why? Because the ceiling material was com- 
bustible and the wall material, according to the 
Underwriters Laboratory, Inc., will burn if the 
paint on it is more than one one-hundredth of 
an inch thick. 

The lesson is plain. Whoever buys wall and 
ceiling materials for hospitals, schools and other 
public institutions can take nothing for granted. 
Tests for fire should be made by a competent 
official agency. Safeness against fire should be 
just as much concern as sound proofing and 
warmth. 

The tragedy showed the inadequacy of the 
routine fire inspections. The ill-fated hospital 
was not approved or inspected by the Amer- 
ican College of Surgeons. It was not in- 
spected by the Catholic Hospital Association. 
Yet the people of Effingham and the surround- 
ing area naturally assumed that the hospital was 
inspected and met the tests. The funeral pro- 
cessions to these many Illinois cemeteries bear 
grim witness that such assumptions are unsafe. 

It is apparent that the Illinoi$ law concerning 
the control: and inspection of hospitals is no 
more satisfactory than that in Missouri. Every 
state which does not have a statute licensing 
hospitals and setting up minimum standards of 
safety should get busy and enact one. A fire 
inspector who cannot call on authority to sup- 


port his findings is no more effective than a 


mine inspector who cannot close an unsafe mine. 
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A Report on Bread 

Dr. J. Earl Smith, Health Commissioner, has 
kept calm amid the excitement over the discov- 
ery of contaminated bread in St. Louis. To the 
outcry for immediate city inspections of bak- 
eries, he replies that the city’s meager public 
health funds are needed more urgently for other 
things, and says that he has not given up hope 
that the state will provide adequate inspection 
or the money for the city to do it. This stand 
showed courage as well as a care for the city 
taxpayer’s pocketbook and concern for the over- 
all public health job. 

Nevertheless, he agreed to study the situation 
and detached several subordinates from other 
duties to conduct a trial inspection. An interim 
report covering 13 large bakeries that provide 
80 per cent of the community’s bread has now 
been issued. 

This statement is a minor model of official 
candor. The 13 bakeries, with minor exceptions, 
are clean, Dr. Smith says—as a man might re- 
mark who does not want the city to embark on 
routine bakery inspections. He carefully adds, 
however, that “actual conditions may have been 
obscured by an abnormal clean-up operation. In 
some cases, inspectors have described the clean- 
up efforts of bakery operators as ‘frantic.’” In 
other words, the Board of Aldermen and the 
people are getting a frank and objective report, 
to act on as they see fit. 

Dr. Smith insists on only two points at this 
time. First, he wants no permanent bakery in- 
spection without a special ordinance, for other- 
wise he would have to rob other public health 
work of personnel to do the job. Second, he 
warns against acting until all the material facts 
are brought together. “No hastily drawn bakery 
sanitation ordinance,” he says, “superimposed 
upon the confused federal, state and local regu- 
latory situation at this time, can possibly ac- 
complish the aims of continuing to obtain clean 
bakery products for St. Louisans at a reasonable 
price.” 

The commissioner’s conduct so far in this 
matter has the ring of an able and conscientious 
public servant, and his expert advice also makes 
good common sense.

Gangsters on Missouri’s Threshold

primary frauds; doesn't think that Gov, Smith is implicated but 
that he and other politicians are too ready to be “practical.”

Against a background of ominous rum- 
blings in Missouri comes the gang murder 
of Wolf Rimann. It is the most recent of 
a Kansas City series in the last three years, 
nine definitely classed as gang killings and 
all unsolved. 


Without the arrest of the murderers of 
course no one can say whether“this brutal 
action fits into any pattern. This much 
we do know—the pattern of underworld 
politics in developing 
in. Missouri, The city 
gangs are reaching 
for political power, in 
fact, claiming politi- 
cal power al] the 
way up to the State 
Capitol at Jefferson 
City. 


When the under- 
worlds are aggres- 
sive — reaching for 
every possible source 
of income—you can 
expect to see an un- 
usual number of kill- 
ings. Swarthy gun- 
men riding in the 
traditional black sedan were the sym- 
bols of past alliance between racketeering 
and politics. 


At this stage people necessarily assume 
some things they can’t prove. But this 
much is well known: The organized gam- 
blers were convinced that the election of 
Forrest Smith would open the cities and 
they still expect some kind of big pay-off 
for their political efforts. 


We don’t believe for a minute that Gov. 
Smith ever intended to let this kind of 
situation develop. He happened to run for 
Governor at the time the racketeering or- 
ganizations were making their big fight 
for a comeback. 


We don’t pretend to know what, Smith 
told them, if anything. But he is easy- 
going individual who likes to keep political 
supporters in a good humor. He has had 
little first-hand experience with the hard 
demands of ruthless city politicians. 


While he has made his stand for law 
enforcement clear in public statements, he 
may have failed to drive it home with his 
followers. He can still do so. 


For several months prior to the inaugu- 
ration of Gov. Smith, some fairly large 
gambling places opened discreetly in Kan- 
sas City. According to the grapevine, the 
backroom place at Fifteenth and Charlotte 
cleared $100,000 before the police became 
active. Persons credited with the owner- 
ship of all these places are active in the

Binaggio-McKissick organization. Ironi- 
cally, they were closed soon after Gov. 
Smith took control of the police. 

The Kansas City gamblers are still con- 
vinced that their day is here. A consider- 
able number of taverns are building addi- 
tions which they believe will be their game 
rooms, Every underworld character who 
claims to be “in the know” has his own 
version of exactly how the gambling is to 
be handled and exactly what the Governor 
has said. None of this fits with the Gov- 
ernor’s own emphatic public statements. 


Organized gambling is only the most 
easily identified racket to come from un- 
derworld political power. It reaches for 
all types of business that come under 
political control, liquor and beer agencies, 
taverns legal or illegal. When the under- 
world can gain control of a city govern- 
ment, of course its opportunities to muscle 
in become almost unlimited, 

Strangely, a naive respect for lawless- 
ness by many politicians and individuals 
has aided the rise of the Binaggio-McKis- 
sick organization in Kansas City. The 
trend toward a gang era started with the 


' local vote frauds in the 1946 primary. 


Most people assumed that frauds in the 
bailiwick of this organization were enough 
to kill its bid for power. The frauds were 
followed by the national scandal of the 
rifling of the election board safe. The 
gang murder of Mrs. Mary Bono suggested 
a connection with the safe burglary strong 
enough to bring the FBI into the case. 


Yet the organization itself bounded into 
new power and spread its influence over 
the town at a rate that would have made 
Tom Pendergast’s head swim. Other po- 
litical leaders, particularly Roger Sermon 
and Frank Shannon, swung into line. Pen- 
dergast precinct captains joined in droves. 
Labor politicians pledged their loyalty and 
voting members in exchange for a Con- 
gressman and one or two legislators. 

We have no reason to believe that any 
large-scale rackets are actually operating 
in Missouri today, But the political atmos- 
phere that favors rackets—that invites of- 
ficial corruption—is definitely here. The 
childlike acceptance of underworld politics 
is spreading among politicians who fall 
back miserably on that same old line, “you 
have to be practical in politics.” 

In Missouri today we have the elements 
for a gang era. Gang killings are only 
occasional symptoms of the widespread 
political condition under the surface. If 
thé whole public intends to wake up, this 
is the time. 

The alarm clock is ringing itself off 
the table.

The Will to Power 


THE GREAT PIERPONT MORGAN, by Frederick Lewis 
Allen. (Harper & Bros., 306 Pgs., $3.50.)

One reason why Mr. Allen has edited 
Harper’s Magazine with such success is 
that he is himself fascinated by the Amer- 
ican scene. He has written three social 
chronicles in the last couple of decades 
(one of them on our financial history) and 
has.coHaborated with Agnes Rogers, his 
wife, in the publication of three others. To 
this biography of Pierpont Morgan he 
brings the qualities remarked and praised 
in his earlier books—a lively and generous 
curiosity, a scrupulous documentation, con- 
siderable skill in organizing his material 
and a real gift for story-telling. His life of 
ee is his most ambitious work thus 
ar. 

- + - 


The first impression that emerges from 
a reading of this book is that Pierpont 
Morgan was a kind of elemental force, a 
being of a different order from the rest of 
us. For this reviewer, at any rate, Morgar 
was a proper Phillips Oppenheim character, 
Tolstoy wouldn’t have known what to make 
of him, because he seems to have had no 
moral misgivings at all. Balzac would have 
been thrilled by him, and Balzac’s Nucin- 
gen, full of chicaneries and human frailties, 
was a cheap pawnbroker compared to this 
great burly man, with his powerful, ugly, 
fascinating face, out of which stared a pair 
of dark, burning eyes that few women 
could look away from and before which 
most men lowered their glance. 


He was a despot, and could be made 
angry; but he was above jealousy, and it 
was not in his nature to belittie any man, 
not even a man he crushed. In this much 
we may say that he possessed moral stat- 
ure. He had an unshatterable will, an 
unquestioning self-righteousness, a ducal 
instinct for well-bred splendor and a ca- 
pacity for princely generosity in favor 
of those rare persons who won his regard. 
He was a Christian of sorts, since he gave 
much time to the problems of the Episcopal 
Church and frequented its bishops and con- 
vocations; but we do not hear that he ever 
examined his own conscience or humbled 
himself before the Lord. 


~ * * 


The other thing that emerges from this 
biography is a sense of the futility of de- 
fending the moral position of Morgan the 
man. Like Allen Nevins in his life of the 
elder Rockefeller, Mr. Allen tries at one 
and the same time to acknowledge and to 
condone Morgan’s ruthlessness, and he 
fails because he keeps his eye on the man 
and not on the historic figure. It seems to 
me hopeless for Mr.'Allen to pretend that 
Morgan’s acts were 
intended as acts of 
“order” and  “co- 
operation” and “hon- 
est banking.” Mor- 
gan’s acts were acts 
of power, -3 Caesar’s 
had been (.. 2h in 
a different order of 
magnitude). We 
judge a Morgan or a 
Caesar, as men, in 
the light of what 
they did to other 
men; and what they 
did to other men was 
on the whole evil. 

J. P. Morgen There is simply no 
denying it. We judge them as figures of 
history, on the other hand, by the worth of 
the seed they planted. There is plenty of 
evidence in Mr. Allen’s own book that he is 
wrong to assert that Morgan worked per- 
sonally for order, honest banking and the 
rest. On the other hand, there js evidence 
in the book (and more out of it) that order 
and honest banking were in some part the 
fruit of that ruthless, power-loving man’s 
work,

HOUSTON, April 9—The price 
of natural gas in the next few 
years will be double or triple cur- 
rent levels, when demand begins 
to catch up with the present abun- 
dant supply, Richard Gonzalez, 
economist, said here yesterday. 
He spoke at a symposium at the 
Shamrock hotel which followed 
dedication at Texas City, Tex., of 
a memorial to the 145 Monsanto 
Chemical Co. employes there who

Gonzalez viewed his predicted 
skyrocketing of the price of nat- 
ural gas as both inevitable and 
desirable. Current prices, are only 
one half to one third the price of 
coal and oil, in relation to the 
amount of heat or light energy 
available from the fuels, he said. 

Low Price Depletes Supply. 

The relatively low price of nat- 
ural gas, he pointed out, is an in- 
centive for the gas to be used for 
purposes for which coal and oil 
are better suited. Result would be 
a depletion of natural gas stocks, 
and a future insufficient amount 
of gas for such purposes as space 
heating for which it is the most 
efficient and convenient fuel, he 
said

Administration forces success- 
fully beat off every attempt to 
make a major change in the Dill, 
starting with thumping defeats of 
Republican-led efforts to slash as 
much as _ $2,500,000,000 off the 
measure. As passed, not a cent 
was whittled off the amount asked 
by President Truman. 

In the final Senate vote on the 
ECA bill, only one Democrat and

Senator Kem (Rep.), Missouri, 
voted against the bill. Senator 
Donnell (Rep.), Missouri, voted for 
it.

The states’ claims to the oil-rich 
tidelands were staked out anew 
today, setting off another round 
in a multi-billion-dollar fight. 


Thirty-one Senators joined late 
yesterday in introducing a Dill 
that would give the states title to 
the nation’s submerged coastal 
lands. 

Senator Tobey (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, promptly spoke up for 
those who contend the Federal 
Government owns the property. 
He said they will do their best 
to kill the bill “in the interest of 
the people of the United States.” 

Veto Promised by Truman. 

Opponents of the measure, even 
if they lose in Congress, know 
they can look to President Truman 
for a veto. He has vetoed such a 
bill once before and has promised 
to do so again if necessary. 

In his State of the Union 
message to Congress last January 
Truman said: “We must adopt a 
program for the planned use of 
petroleum reserves under the sea 
which are—and must remain — 
vested in the Federal Govern- 
ment.” 

Senator McCarran (Dem.), Ne- 
vada, chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, said in offering the 
bill that it fully protects the Fed- 
eral Government’s “national de- 
fense” rights in the tidelands, and 
added: 

“Private development of oil in 
these lands is no longer an issue. 
The federal control bill recom- 
mended by interested federal agen- 
cies would validate existing leases 
and authorize future leasing to 
private concerns just as the states 
now are doing. 

“The only difference is that the 
states are receiving far greater 
lease revenues than the Federal 
Government now receives on simi- 
lar leases.” 

Points to Court Decision. 

Tobey contended the bill would 
nullify a 1947 Supreme Court de- 
cision which he said gave the 
Federal Government title to the 
tidelands. 

The case involved the submerged 
lands off the California coast, Mc- 
Carran said the court had held 
only that the Federal Government 
had “paramount rights” over the 
tidelands for “such purposes as 
national defense and navigation.” 

Vice President Barkley took the 
view that the tidelands already 
are part of the “public domain” 
and referred the bill to the Senate 
Interior and Public Lands Com- 
mittee. 

McCarran offered no objection 
but Senator Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, one of the sponsors of the 
bill, contended it should go to the 
Judiciary Committee, which last 
year approved a similar bill. 

Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, chairman of the Interior 
and Public Lands Committee, said 
last year, “It would be extremely 
unwise to pass any legislation... 
which would surrender the Gov- 
ernment’s right in the undeveloped 
continental shelf.”

—Former Representative James 
Wolfenden of Pennsylvania died 
yesterday in Temple University 
Hospital. He retired from Con- 
gress in 1946 after 18 years of 
service.

The dagger soliloquy sounded 
more like a recital of a grocery 
list, and the “tomorrow and to- 
morrow” speech was moving to us 
only in that it ‘propelled us 
toward the exit. Carol Goodner's 
Lady Macbeth lacked force, 
venom, character, and was handi- 
capped by a cloudy delivery. All 
the acting alternated from the 
placid to the fustian. None of 
this was helped by the handicaps 
of the hall, with its constant 
creaking of its movable seats and 
flat plane, which made one in the 
back feel as if seated in a hole.

Appropriation. 
| Today in Congress 


WASHINGTON, April 9 (AP)— 
The House voted the money yes- 
terday to keep the Berlin airlift 
going and to pay off construction 
obligations of the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

These funds were included in a 
$671,069,672 deficiency appropria- 
tion bill passed by voice vote. It 
pieces out appropriations to pay 
costs of miscellaneous Govern- 
ment agencies the rest of this fis- 
cal year ending June 30. 

The bill, third big money” meas- 
ure on the House docket this 
week, now goes to the Senate. 

The military establishment got 
the full $43,000,000 it requested to 
run the Berlin airlift through 
June. 

The estimate current fiscal 
year’s cost totals $153,000,000. This 
is for supplying food, fuel and 
necessities by air to western Ber- 
lin blockaded by the Russians. 

Atomic Energy Funds. 

The House also gave the Atomic 
Energy Commission the full 
amount of its request for $110,000,- 
000 to pay off contracted obliga- 
tions previously authorized by 
Congress. 

Total contractual authority for 
the commission amounts to $400,- 
000,0000, of which $250,000,000 had 
been appropriated. The additional 
$110,000,000 was asked at this time 
because construction projects have 
gone forward at a faster clip than 
anticipated, 

On other items in the bill, the 
House Appropriations Committee 
snipped $26,981,225 off budget re- 
quests. These items include $205,- 
702,000 to pay for post office wage 
hikes and increased mail volume; 
$40,000,000 for stockpiling  stra- 
tegic and critical materials, and 
$92,444,888 for pay increases 
granted in other agencies. 

The House was called into ex- 
traordinary session today to take 
up the $5,580,000,000 European Re- 
covery Program which the Sen- 
ate approved yesterday by a 70-to- 
7 vote after 13 days of wrangling 
debate. 

A $15,909,116,800 national defense 
bill was approved by the House 
Appropriations Committee with a 
blunt warning America must try 
to avoid trouble by being ready 


for it. 
Senate in Recess. 


The Senate was in recess until 
Monday. But the Senate Finance 
Committee continued hearings to- 
day on the Bill to repeal federal 
taxes on oleomargarine. 

Senator Thye (Rep.), Minnesota, 
in a statement said repeal would 
destroy the butter market unless 
Congress at the same time pro- 
hibited interstate shipment of yel- 
low-colored oleomargarine. That 
is the stand taken by most butter 
interests, who have given up hopes 
of retaining the 63-year-old tax 
but want to restrict margarine 
sales. 

Senate committee hearings be- 
gan yesterday, with the margarine 
backers testifying. Senators Ful- 
bright (Dem.), Arkansas and 
Maybank (Dem.), South Carolina, 
appeared in favor of the repeal 
bill. 

The Senate appropriations sub- 
committee was scheduled to hear 
witnesses.on the Army civil func- 
tions Army bill, passed by the 
House. 

The House appropriations com- 
mittee was scheduled to act on the 
15 billion dollars defense Dill. 

Senate Republican Leader 
Wherry of Nebraska added to the 
growing bitterness between Sen- 
ate Democrats and Republican 
members by accusing Democratic 
Leader Scott W, Lucas of “mis- 
representations.” Lucas had 
charged in a speech that Republi- 
cans were to blame for failure of 
the civil rights program. But 
Wherry countered by _ saying

AFTER ‘GREAT WEEK 
IN WQRLD HISTORY’ 


NEW YORK, April 9 (AP)— 
Ernest Bevin sailed for England 
on the Mauretania yesterday after 
terming his 10-day stay in the 
United States a “very successful 
visit.” 

“It’s been a great week’s work 
in the history of the world,” the 
British foreign secretary said, re- 
ferring to the North Atlantic pact 
which he came to this country to 
sign, and the western powers’ 
agreement on Germany. 

Bevin was affable with report- 
ers until he was asked about the 
election in which the British Labor 
party lost control of the London 
County Council for the first time 
since 1935. 

Then he bristled and said short- 
ly: “I do not know anything about 
it.’ He added it was “purely a 
local election.” 

A large police detail escorted the 
diplomat to the pier from Penn- 
sylvania station, where he arrived 
from Washington. °

State Recommendations, 


In 1940, the state fire marshal 
recommended additional fire ex- 
tinguishers and installation of two 
spiral-type fire escapes. Inspec- 
tion of St. Anthony Hospital, as 
well as all hospitals in the state, 
was made on recommendation of 
the Illinois Public Health Depart- 
ment. Housekeeping conditions in 
the brick building were found to 
be “very good.” 

After many delays because of 
wartime shortages and for other 
reasons, the recommendations 
Were complied with. In June 
1942, Deputy Fire Marshal H. C. 
Wendt reported he had rechecked 
the hospital and found recommen- 
dations “complied with in full.” 
Wendt reinspected the hospital in 
1944 and reported the condition of 
the building was “good.” 

Sound-Proofing Material.. 


Use of Celotex, a sound-proof- 
ing material, on the corridor ceil- 
ings of the hospital apparently 
contributed to rapid spread of the 
fire, after flames spurted from 
a laundry chute. A Celotex sales- 
man pointed out that the ma- 
terial must be backed by. a non- 
combustible material, such as 
gypsum board and, in his opinion, 
Celotex “probably was applied to 
old plaster on wood lath,” at St, 
Anthony Hospital. 

He added: “There was probably 
three-fourths of an inch of air 
space behind the Celotex, which 
would have created more draft.” 

Meanwhile, at Great Lakes 
Naval Training Station near Chi- 
cago, R. Adm.

Soviet Russia knows, as well as 
do all other nations, that it is 
the privilege and perhaps the duty 
of all nations in their military 
installations to plan for the possi- 
bility of attack. But every high 
military official who has geen 
war, from Gen. Marsna]] and Gen. 
Eisenhower down, looks upon his 


job as a job to insure security 
and not to prepare for aggression.

THE ATLANTIC PACT was 
signed for just that purpose. It is 
designed to prevent aggression and 
to give the democracies that have 
joined together a sense of security 
without which no nation can meet 
the needs of rehabilitation that so 
many face as a result of the last 
war. 

It may be that much of the atti- 
tude of the Soviets has been oc- 
casioned by the fear of aggression 
from the United States. And per- 
haps the recent declaration that 
the atom bomb is held in reserve 
in case of need will increase their 
suspicions and their fears. It is 
for this reason that I think we, 
as citizens, should speak out and 
repeat what I know to be true: 
the people of the United States 
and their government have no an- 
tagonism for any people in the 
world.

ODAY’S dessert recipe may 

sound as though it has been 

misnamed. But it’s an old- 
time creation, ‘resembling baked 
apple dumplings a lot. It is made 
with rich biscuit dough rolled out 
almost as thin as pastry. A pastry 
wheel is ideal to cut the dough 
into squares with the result of 
obtaining a fine scalloped edge 
which remains intact all the way 
through the baking. These squares 
should fit into good-sized muffin 
pans with excess dough extending 
beyond. In this way, each muffin 
ring serves as a little tart shell. 
The fruit is put in as it is in a 
tart. Then the excess dough that 
overhangs the muffin rings is 
folded over the fruit in such a 
way that a neat wide-open cross 
is formed exposing the fruit. The 
baking is done in a moderately 
hot oven just as muffins are 
baked. Thorough baking is im- 
portant so that the dumplings be- 
come as crisp and brown on the 
bottom as on the top. The sprin- 
kling of powdered sugar over the 
top is a dainty touch. When the 
dumplings are served hot with the 
palatable sauce made from the 
juice drained from the canned 
fruit, they are really delicious. A 
number of canned fruits could be 
used—peaches, cherries, and dried 
peaches, prunes, or apricots would 
even be better than the canned, 
Fresh fruits also make a delicious 
filling, in which case an extra 
sauce would have to be concocted 
such as lemon, orange, or vanilla. 


Apricot Muffin Dumplings 
with Sauce. 
Use rich biscuit dough or the 
following: 


Two cups sifted all-purpose 
flour, three teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one-half teaspoon salt, two 
tablespoons sugar, one-half cup 
butter or shortening, three-quarter 
cup milk. 

Filling: No. 2% tin apricots, 
well drained; one-fourth cup 
sugar, one-half teaspoon cinna- 
mon, two tablespoons confection- 
er’s sugar. 


Sauce: Juice from apricots 
(about one and one-half cups); 
piece stick cinnamon (about one- 
half inch); one tablespoon corne- 
starch, two tablespoons water, 
one-eighth teaspoon salt, one ta- 
blespoon butter, one-half teaspoon 
grated lemon rind. 


Sift flour, baking powder, salt 
and sugar twice. Cut in shorten- 
ing with a pastry blender or rub 
in with fingertips. Add milk all 
at once and mix until dough 
shapes into a ball. Turn out on 
floured board and knead dough 
several times. Roll out lightly 
into a rectangle (about 12x16 
inches). Cut into 12 equal squares, 
Fit squares down into greased 
muffin tins. Place half of apri- 
cot in each well, hollow side up, 
then place one-half teaspoon of 
the sugar and cinnamon mixed 
together into hollow. Top with 
apricot rounded side up. Bring 
the four points of the dough over 
apricot. Bake in hot oven (400 
degrees F.) for 20 minutes, the 
last five minutes of baking, sprin- 
kle muffins lightly with confec- 
tioner’s sugar. Meanwhile cook 
syrup and stick cinnamon about 
one minute. Combine cornstarch 
and water and add to boiling 
sirup, Cool until clear and thick- 
ened, stirring constantly. Add 
salt, butter and rind. Remove 
cinnamon. Serve hot over muf- 
fins. Twelve muffins. 


Oyster Bisque, 

Drain one-half pint oysters, sav- 
ing the liquor. Chop very fine 
either in a chopping bowl or with 
kitchen shears. Melt two table- 
spoons butter, blend in two table- 
spoons flour, add oysters and liq- 
uor and heat to boiling, stirring 
constantly. Add two cups evapo- 
rated milk, two cups water, one- 
eighth teaspoon celery salt, and 
three-fourths teaspoon salt; re- 
heat. Serve immediately with hot 
crackers. Five servings.
